THE GAOL, 

Tue criminal trial of yesterday, in which 
the gaol .warders charged . with man- 
slaughter.of an Indiin prisoner were ac- 
quitted, will nevertheless we hope have 
important results, - We aro not about to 
criticise the verdict rendered in this pav- 
ticular casc, but. it-is impossible to rée- 
frain’ from strong comment’ on the de- 
‘fects of a system which has rendered the 
trial, and acquittal, of the prisoners pos- 
ible. Had they been found. guilty, the 
friblie might have fairly. concluded thnt 
the deceased met his death from excep- 
tional circumstances, such as might occur 
under any ‘system,-and which the law 
had dealt with in due course, But in 
the present case the death of a prisoner 
has obviously resulted from a’ concur: 
renoe_of acts which, though not indivi- 


dually criminal in the eye of the huy, call 


-} for full investigation with a view.to. pre- 


venting their recurrence. 

- We are not aware to what extent the 
arrangements regarding. the meilical in- 
spection of prisoners rest with the Colo- 
nial Surgeon, but that’ question can be 
disposed of in a very few words, If he 
is the sole authority on. this point, his 


‘| neglect to ‘hold:a daily medical inspection 


of ail prisoners is remarkable, and in our 
opinion blameable; while, it the regula- 
tions ave framed by others, it is singular. 
that he has not pointed ont the necessity. 
‘of this inspection. If, on the other liand, 
he is allowed no, voive in the matter, he 


is to be pitied, as he thereby becomes ex- 
posed to invidious criticism upon matters 
beyond his jurisdiction, But we may 
fairly assume that the ‘attention ‘of the 
government having been directed to this 
point, immediate directions will be given 
to assimilate the. practice to that pur- 
sued in our convict, gaols at home, , 

It-is however to another : department 
that the evidence given’ yesterday -will 
probably attract the most attention. “A 
Chinese convict called as a witness de-. 
posed that ‘he “ was -afraid to speak be- 
cause the -other twnkeys would. beat 
him.” When re-assuved of protection he 
reiterated that “he would not dare to 
speak the truth, as many-things could be 
done. to him while on the ‘svorks.: He 
did not speals the whole truth before the 
Coroner, and he-vefused now.” A state- 
iment such as this from so generally garru- 
lous & witness as a Chinaman, when un- 
biassed by fear, throws a grave suspicion 
upon the general conduct of ‘the gaol 
tunkeys.” I¢ may-be totally unfounded 
on fact, but, ‘true or false, demands strict 
investigation, The statement’ was made 
in-.open Court. before-a number of his 
countrymen, and the ‘natural impression 
produced would be that our. gaol. system 
approximated to that of China; and the 
belief would as naturally follow, thut the 
converse proposition held gdbd, and that 
bribery would be as effective in mitigation 
of prinishihont ay adverse testimony would 
tend towards its increase, We have grent- 
er fear for the contempt into which such

THE REBELS IN §0 OHILL AND

to this city, abont the latter part of April.

When the Rebels were near this city on 
the south, six or seven weeks ago, one of 
the English Missionaries of this-place was 
absént on .4 visit to tle’ country stations 
under the care. of his mission, in the dis- 


Shantung.—in regard-to which missionary 
atationa, two ‘or mors lettera were sent you 
18 mouths ago. ‘The absence of Mr Hudge 
at-that time, and especially the want of 
definite: information about -his ciream. 
stances, after the rebels. procucded south. 
ward ‘from Tientsiu, induced two of- his 


‘inissionary: friends, Rev.’ Mesara Lrinécont 


and Lees, to start to his reliof, one on bis 
horse, and the other in a cart drawn by two 
maules. ee oe 

In dus tinie, they reached their destina- 
tion, though ‘not Without having. several 
times narrowly escaped, as they believe, 
meeting with. rebels or’ bands of rubbers. 


‘One day when near or in Lou-Ling District, 


as they were travelling alung, an “armed 
man rode-np to My Lees, and demanded 
the surrender of his Horse. Oa his hesi- 
tating to‘comply, the aman brandished his 
spear and threatened to strike if he did not 
surrender the horse at once—which Mr L. 
coneluced it was beat-to do,and.the man 
rode off. with-it’ Ho was believed to be 
one of the rebels. : 
Before Mr Hodge met with his two 
friends, one afternoon or evening, while he. 
was in a houso-in small hamlet be beard 
the report of a gun, and ran ont to sce 
what was the watter. He discovered’ a 
man lying on the grouud mortally wounded 
by a gun-shot, and. another man riding 
away at full speed, “It seers a mounted 
robber, had entered ‘the village and had 
demanded the mules from a cart, iu which 
were some women. - The mules were taken 
from the ‘shafts of the cart, but the owner 
on hesitating to vive them -up, or’ while 
expostulating with the rebel, was shot 
down by him. ‘The shot aroused the vil- 
lagers ; and the villain. was glad to make 
his ‘oscapy from the people who appeared in 
all directious, . 

The three friends on meeting, decidud in 
view of the circumstances to return to Tien- 
tsin by a very cirouitous and tedious. route. 
They thereford -started -by cart without 
delay for Tsi-Nau-fu, the capital. of Shan- 
tung. There they hired a. native boat to 
take ‘them down tho Yellow River tu its 
mouth, where they ‘secured: passage iu au- 
other boat ty the mouth -of the Peilo at 
Takn, whence they-tovk carts for Tisntsin. 
They: were detained at the mouth of the 
Yellow. River one week by wifavourablo 
wins, : 

They represent the atrocities committed 
by buth Rebels anit lmperial: soldiors as 
terrible. The. people whose homes happen 
to Le-in the vicinity of rebels or soldiers, 
are treated: without any consideration, ¢s- 


pecially if the least resistance is male to |” 


their: demauis, Girls and young women 
and young and able-bodied men are carried 
off by the rebela; old men and women, the 
sick and feeble of either sex aro not molest- 
ed as a genural thing. . If provoked by 
resistance- or insults, the vengeance of the 
rebela is horrible.
